ae ee of sugar glycerine will be found 
most excellent for sweetening custards, pies, 
fruits, etc. 
When mixing a cake add one teaspoon of 
glycerine to the batter; it will turn out 
beautifully light and feathery. 
“Virgin milk,” a milky ‘looking complexion 
wash, which is splendid for keeping the skin 
soft and white and preventing freckles, is 
made principally from glycerine. Take 2 ozs. 
glycerine, 1 oz. tincture of benzoin (simple), 
and 1 oz. rosewater; mix well together. This 
should be applied immediatel, after washing 
the face. Glycerine also figures in the follow- 
ing bleach for a yellowed neck or discoloured 
hands :—Boil ‘three-eighths of a pint of water, 
ur it over two grains arsenions acid which 
os been placed im'a china bowl; stir well: 
allow the sediment to settle; pour off clear 
liquid; add 1 oz. glycerine and enough dis- 
tilled water to make one half pint. 
Equal parts of glycerine and rosewater 
make a zood everyday lotion for keeping one’s 


hands soft and white. <A bottle of it should 
be kept on the washstand and a litt!e rubbed 
well into the hands every time they are 
washed.

The Courts of Justice Bill passed the} with the rules issued by the Land Commis- 
report stage yesterday in the Bail. sion on August 18th. 


The chief subject for discussion was the 
status and payment of the district justices. 
The Government proposed that the justices 
should be paid out of “ monies provided by 
the Cireachtas”’; that the vote should be 
passed every year. By this arrangement, 
it was pointed out, the number of justices 
-ould be increased or decreased as circum- 
tances demanded. 

Tho proposal was opposed on the ground 
-hat the justices should be just as inde- 
pendent as the judges of the higher 
sourts, and that their decisions might be 
discussed in the House. 

The Attorney-General gave an assur- 
ance that the independence of the justices 
was restricted only by the law and the 
Constitution. 


QUESTIONS. 


CUSTOMS DIFFICULTIES. 


\r Thomas Johnson asked the Minister for 
Finance if he was aware that, owing to the 
‘inadequate and unsatisfactory arrangements 
for dealing with dutiable traffic at Greenore— 
involving considerable delay and <dditiona! 
expense to traders — inward traffic was 


being diverted from Greencre to 
orts outside the Saorstat. where 
better Customs facilities were provided; and 
whether the Saorstat Customs authorities have 


recived repeated representations on the matter 
from the London. Midland, and Scottish 
Railway Company; and what steps he proposes 
to take to remedy that state of affairs. 

The Minister said that he had no informa- 
tion as to the alleged diversion of traffic. 
Considerable difficulty in dealing with inward 
dutiable traffic had bese experienced by the 
Customs officers at Greenore, partly on account 
of the diversion of traffic from Dublin to 
(;reenore during the recent labour troubles at 
Dublin, and partly on account of the continued 
failure of the London, Midland, and Scottish 
Railway Company to provide suitable office 
and shed accommodation at Greenore. 

All reasonable steps had been taken by the 
Customs authorities to enable their officers to 
cope with the very heavy pressure of work, 
jue to the causes mentioned, but these steps 
could not be fally effective until the railway 
company had fulfilled their obligations in re- 
gard to the provisions of suitable accom- 
nodation. 


ARRANGEMENTS AT KINGSTOWN. 


In answer to Major Bryan Cooper, Mr. 
Blythe said that he was aware that some in- 
convenience was caused to travellers by the 
arrangements for Customs examination. at 
Dun Laoghaire (Carlisle Pier). Steps, how- 
ever were being taken to effect such improve- 
ments as were practicable; and >.r that pur- 
nose the Commissioners of Public Works had 
een in communication with the Revenue De- 
iriment and the two railway companies. A 
oulerence of representatives of the various 
odies interested was being held that day, and 
» hoped to give the deputy more accurate in- 
“mation as to possible improvements. 


HOUSING, 


Mrs. Collins-O’ Driscoll asked ‘the Minister 
Local Government whether, in view of the 
vortage of housing accommodation, he would 
ormulate a scheme of grants to persons who 
uild houses for the purpose of letting to 
‘nants; and whether he will introduce legis- 
ition exempting all working class houses so 
ullt from taxation and imcome tax for 2 
eriod of five years; and whether this would 
ot be a preferable way of solving the housing 
roblem to the system of loans and grants to 
nunicipal and other authorities.

FEE-FARM RENTS. 


Mr. John Gibbons asked h@w it was pro- 
vused that fee-farm rents be redeemed, 
aud how abolition of dual ownership of land 
vould be completed. 

The Minister for Agriculture (Mr. Hogan) 
said that the method of redeeming fee-farm 
‘ent was this:—The proprietor of a parcel of 
land concerned applies to the Land Commis- 
sion for an advance for the purpose of re- 
deeming the rent payable in respect of such 
parcel The rent and any interest superior 
thereto will then be valued, and redemption 
will be ordered by the Judicial Commissioner. 
The advance will be made in vi er cent, 
Land Bonds, and will be repavabÍíe by means 
of an ordinary Land Commission annuity, 
calculated at the rate of 43 per cent. per 
‘nnum. The rules governing procedure under 
his section will be published shortly. 

In answer to another query by Mr. Gibbons, 
he Minister said that he was not aware that 
incs held and worked by oecupying tenants 
‘id not come within the meaning of the term 
‘tenanted land." He was aware, on the 
‘ontrary, that the term means, under the 
Land Act of 1923, land held and worked by 

‘ecupying tenants. Fee-farm grantees were

ARMY MOTOR CARS. 


In answer to a question by Mr. Darrell 
Figgis, the Minister for Defence gave details 
of the number of touring cars in the posses- 
sion of the Army. There are 156 cars in use. 
Besides these there were 285 cars of different 
makes, many of which had been seized or 
commandeered during the recent fighting. 
They were not all in use. Of the 156 men- 
tioned, 25 per 
times for overhaul or ‘light repairs. In the 
case of cars allocated to certain individual 
officers, the car was officially allocated in De- 
partmental routine orders, and the officer con- 
cerned was responsible jor the proper use of 
the car. Each driver carried in his posses- 
sion a duty order, indicating his 
journeys undertaken, etc. 

Mr. Figgis—Will the Minister say if such 
allocation is made to officers strictly on ser- 
vice duty only, and not for private purposes’ 

General Mulcahy—The allocation is strictly 
made for official duties. 


NUMBER OF PRISONERS. 


In reply to Alderman Alfred. Byrne, Genera) 
Mulcahy said that the number of untried 
prisoners at present in military custody is 
4,955. The number which has been released 
since November Ist is 2,647, which includes 
714 released since the hunger-strike termin- 
ated. Prisoners are being released as quickly 
as considerations of public safety will permit. 


R.1.C. PENSIONS. 


In reply to Mr. David, who asked whether 
it was proposed to make an order under Sec- 


tion 5 of the Superannuation and Pensions 


Act, 1923, authorising grants of pensions, 
allowances or gratuities to ex-members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and when the order 
would be laid before the House’ 

The Minister said that the order referred 
to was in course of preparation. 

Mr. Johnson asked if the Minister could 
give the House some information as to the 
general position of these men as regards dis- 
missal, etc. 

Mr. Blythe said that he hoped to have the 
order ready within a few days. 

Mr. Johnson—Is the Minister aware that 
there is great distress amongst these, men? 

Mr. Blythe—I am not aware of that. 

The Attorney-General introduced the Ex- 
piring Laws Bill, and the first reading was 
agreed to without any discussion. 

On the motion of Mr. O'Malley, seconded 
by Mr. McCarthy, the report of the Joint 
Committee on Private Bil] Procedure was 
adopted. 


JUDICIARY BILL. 


SALARIES OF CIRCUIT 
JUDGES. 

The Report stage of the Courts of Justice 
Bill was resumed. ae 

A new section was adopted providing that 
the age of retirement of Circuit Judges shall 
be 70 years, but the Executive Council may, 
after consultation with the Chief Justice and 
the Attorney-General, extend the retiring age 
to 75 years. 

The Minister for Finance moved the fol- 
lowing new section to replace Section 45 :— 

Every Circuit Judge shall receive a salary 
of £1,500 per annum, together with an addi- 
tion or bonus thereón calculated at the rate 
for the time being applicable to the case of a 
civil servant in receipt of the like salary with 
the right to bonus thereon, Every Circuit 
Judge who resigns or otherwise for any cause 
vacates his office after having completed 
fifteen or more years’ service shall be entitled 
for his life to a pension amounting to two- 
thirds of his salary at the time he resigns 
or vacates his office, and every Circuit Judge 
who vacates his office owing to age or per- 
manent infirmity, after having completed five 
or more years’ service and less than fifteen 
years’ service shall be entifléd to a pension 
calculated at the raie of one-sixth of his 
salary at the time he vacates his* office, with 
the addition of ono-twentieth of his said salary 
for every completed year of service in excess 
of five such years.” 

The President said that this was the one 
instance in the bill in. which a bonus was 
attached to a salary. He thought, however, 
that the Minister for Finance would be pre- 
sm to agree to a salary oí £1,700 withont 

nus. 

The Minist: for Finance said that, after 
consultation with the Attorney-General, he 
had come to the conclusion that it would be 
indescribable to have a salary plus a bonus 
in the case of this one class of judges. He 
would agree to a fixed salary of £1,700 per 
annum. 

The new section, amended as to salary from 
£1,500 to £1,700, stood portion of the bill. 

The Minister for Finance moved, and the 
House adopted, a new clause enabling dcbts 
not Gás “as £300 due to the State to be 
sued for in the Circuit Courts, and not in 
the High Courts only. 


APPEALS. 


The House agreed to a new section dealing 
with appeals from the Circuit Courts. It 
—, that in civil cases an appeal shall 
ie to any two judges of the High Court 
sitting in Dublin. If they agree, their deci- 
sion shall be final, unless they certify that 
there is involved a question of law or fact of 
such importance as to be a fit subject for 
appeal to the Supreme Court, in which case 
an appeal shal] lie at the instance of any 
party. If the two judges differ in their 
opinion they shall affirm, with costs, the 
judgment or order of the Circuit Court 
appealed against, and an appeal shal! lie at 
the instance of any party from such affirmence 
to the Supreme Court. 

The Attorney-General said that this new 
section met the.objections raised by Deputies 
Magennis and Redmond, and was acceptable 
to the Bar. 


DISTRICT JUSTICES. 


A further amendment that was accepted by 
the louse provided that the age of retirement 
of Justices of the District Court should he 
65 years, but the Executive Council might, 
after consultation with the Chief Justice and 
the Attorney-General, extend the age of re- 
tirement in the case of any justice to 70 
years. 

The Minister of Finance moved a new 
section regarding remuneration, providing 
that the senior Justices of the District Court 
for the time being assigned to the Volice 

istrict of Dublin shall receive a salary of 

1,200 per annum, and the Justice for the 
City of Cork district shall receive £1,100 per 
annam, and the other District Justices £1.000 
per annum. The amendmer* also provided 
that the salaries of all District Justices shall 
be paid out of moneys provided by the 
Oireachtas. 

Mr. Blythe said that the reason for the last 

ovision. was that the number of District 
ustices would not be a fixed number, and 
the Oireachtas would be thus afforded an 
opportunity of saying whether there were 
more than sufficient District Justices, cr 
whether. their courts were cengested and the 
number should be increased. 

Mr. Wilson asked whether the £200 for 
travelling expenses would be allowed in addi- 
tion to the salaries. 

The Minister said that it would stand. —

They 
wanted the Government to say whether these 
justices were judges and independent in the 
exercise of their functions, according to 
Articles 68 and 69 of the Constitution, or 
whether they were only a replica of the old 
system of removable magistrates. 

Major Cooper said that he thought that 
where the competence of any one of these

The Attorney-General said that an attempt 
was being e to set up a judicial system 
which would meet with the general acceptance 
of the people of the country. Under Articles 
68 or 69 of the Constitution, it was perfectly 
clear that district judges would be judges. 
The Government had in every instance ap- 
pointed them under the papcess presented for 
the appointment of judges under the Consti- 
tution. Article 69 provided that all judges— 
a phrase which included district judges— 
should be independent of everything save the 
law and the Constitution. 

Mr. Johnson said that he was glad to have 
the assurance of the Attorney-General that 
these men would rank as judges, and would 
be independent. 

Captain Redmond described as undemocra- 
tie the statement of the Attorney-General, 
that the Speaker could rule out of order a 
discussion on district justices’ salaries in the 
Dail. He did not see why the salaries should 
not be charged on the same fund aa the 
judges’ salaries. 

Mr. Blythe (Minister of Finance) said that 
if they could say they would have 33 district 
judges for 33 districts, they could charge it 
on the Central Fund, but they were not sure 
of the number; it might be less than 33. He 
thought that the large establishment should 
not be free from review by the Dail from 
time to time., 


AN IMPROVEMENT. 


Professor Magennis said that the amend- 
ment substitu the objectionable control of 
the district justices by a ministerial office for 
control by Parliament. This was undoubtedly 
an improvement. He could not see that the 
independence of a judge was jeopardised by 
the fact that his salary was paid out of a 
fund voted from year to year. 

The Speaker intervened to explain the posi- 
tion of the judges under the Constitution. 

Mr. O'Connell asked what would be the 
position if a vote for the salaries of the dis- 
trict justices was rejected by the Dail. 

Professor Magennis, continuing, said that 
it did seem necessary, at a time when expen- 
diture had to be embarked on very cautiously, 
that a question of this sort might be kept 
open, and the amendment was the only way 
to do it. The proposal gave room for 
abuse of the privileges of the House by 
attacks on individual justices, but it came to 
a question of balancing inconveniences. He 
was satisfied that there was nothing sinister 
in the amendment. 

Replying to Mr. Johnson, the Minister for 
Finance said that, in any case, the travelling 
expenses of the justices would have to come 
before the Dail. By keeping the whole matter 
as a supply service, there was preserved an 
opportunity for the Dail to consider what the 
size and the cost of the service ought to be. 

The amendment was declared carried, and 
a division was not demanded. A 

The Attorney-General submitted an amend. 
ment to regulate the jurisdiction of District 
Justices in cases involving title. It provides 
that the jurisdiction of a justice shall not be 
ousted in a case, such as trespass or assault 
by the raising of a question of title to land 
not exceeding £10 in yaluation, but the deci- 
sion of the justice shail not operate as an 
estoppel in, or bar to, a suit, in any court 
ior a declaration of title, or in ejectment in 
relation to such land. 

The f\ttorney-General explained that the 
hearing “of title cases in the ordinary way 
would unduly occupy the time of the District 
Courts, but the amendment would do away 
with the well-known practice of raising the 
question of title to upset the jurisdiction of 
the court in matters of assault or trespass. 

The amendment was passed. 

The Attorney-General moved to omit from 
Section 79 the words ‘‘and the accused shall 
elect to be so tried ” in cases where the dis- 
trict justice deemed the offence ‘‘a minor 
ofience, fit to be tried summarily, and the 
accused shall elect to be so tried.’’ 

Mr. Johnson said that the amendment might 
have the effect of depriving an accused person 
of the right to insist on trial by a jury. 

The Attorney-General said that district 
justices under the Constitution could only 
deal with minor offences. The accused person 
had the right of appeal. 

The amendment was carried. 


RULE-MAKING. 


Major Bryan Cooper moved the following 
amendinent :— 

‘* The rule-making authority for the District 
Court shall be the Minister for Héme Affairs, 
with the concurrence of the Minister for 
Finance, in respect of any matter affecting 
public revenue or expenditure, and with the 
concurrence of the majority of a committee 
consisting of (a) five District Justices to be 
nominated by the general body of justices;

THE HON. JOSEPH ORPEN. 


DUBLIN MAN’S CAREER IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Hon. Joseph M. Orpen, of East Lon- 
don, South Africa, a native of Dublin, cele- 
brated his ninety-fifth birthday on November 
5 last. Mr. Orpen left Dublin for South 
Africa if 1846, and in the 77 years that have 
elapsed since then he has had a very distin- 
guished career. In 1854 he became a member 
of the first elected Volksraad of the Free 
State; in 1871 he was elected member of the 
Cape Assembly for Queenstown; in 1873 he 
was made British Resident in St. John’s 
a age (now Kast Griqualand and Pondo- 
land). Subsequently he represented in the 
Cape Assembly the constituencies of Hay, 
Aliwal North, and Wodeho After the 
Basuto war he was appointed Governor's 
agent for that territory. In 1895 he went to 
Rhodesia, and two years later became Sur- 
veyor-General, taking charge of the rt- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture in Rhodesia. 
He retired on pension in 1903. 

His.son, Mr. Hope R. Orpen, solicitor, and 
his grandson, Mr. B. Orpen, manager of the 
polsneun Deep Gold Mine, reside in Johannes- 
urg.

Commerce and industry were neglected and 
the mineral wealth of the new Poland was 
left untapped. Now, apparently, matters 
have changed. The powers that be in 
Warsaw seém to have recognised at last 
that a nation does not live by war alone 
and that, unless Poland is to be condemned 
to permanent vassalage, a different policy 
must be pursued. We have no doubt that 
the advice of Czecho-Slovakia, her fellow- 
member of the. Little Entcnte, has done 
much to bring about this welcome change 
of heart. Every friend of Europe’s peace 
will welcome this first sign of a rapproche- 
ment between Britain and the Poles. There 
is no doubt that the aggressive policy of 
Warsaw was causing grave misgivings 
throughout the Continent, and the mere 
fact that the British Government has given 
a proof of its confidence in Poland's future 
prosperity wi'l help to create a better 
atmosphere in Europe. Taken in conjunc 
tion with the French announcement of a 
new and more lenient policy in the Ruhr, 
the conclusion of this treaty may be re- 
garded as one of the most welcome events 
which have occurred in Europe since the 
war. 


American Visitors. 


The American people take their pleasures 
rather seriously, and preparations» are 
being made already for the great “rush ” 
to Europe next summer. Nothing is 
being left to chance; passages are bing 
booked as quickly as the various steam- 
ship companies can cope with them, and 
all previous ' records ” are likely to 
be broken. - Hundreds of thousands of 
wealthy Americans will flock to this 
side of the Atlantic, and it is estimated 
that Ireland's share of the visitors will 
reach six figures. The Taillteann Games 
will be the chief attraction in this country, 
but thousands of Americans will come to 
Ireland merely to see the Free State at 
work and to convince themselves that the 
Irish people are just ordinary mortals. 
Whether they come here out of real 
interest or out of idle curiosity, however, 
the duty of the Irish people will 
be to receive them with courtesy and 
hospitality. The first problem which must 
be tackled is that of accommodation. 
Dublin probably has fewer good hotels 
than any other big city in Europe, with 
the single exception of Belfast. Some 
twenty hotels have been destroyed in one 
way or another since 1914, and if one 
hundred thousand, or even one thousand, 
American visitors should arrive to-morrow, 
they would be unable to find accommoda- 
tjon. This serious condition of affairs 
must be remedied before next August. 
Again, there are the Customs delays at 
Kingstown. Surely the Government could 
arrange either for a bigger or a ‘more 
efficient staff to deal with passengers’ 
luggage, and the whole system of examina- 
tion needs to be overhauled. Much will 
depend on the impression which our 
visitors will take away with them next 
autumn, and nothing ought to be left 
undone to ensure that they will meet with 
the marimum amount of comfort and the 
minimum of potty annoyance while they 
are the guests of the newly-born Free 
State. 


British Films. 
The British National Film League has 
arranged for the holding of “ British 
Film Weeks ” in the new year, when only 
British films will be exhibited at the 
theatres supporting the proposal. The 
object is te demonstrate that British films 
can fill an attractive all-round programme, 
and so to secure for them a more propor- 
tionate share of attention. During the 
war America secured virtual monopoly in 
the cinematograph world by the suppres- 
sion of European competition. Apart from 
the injury to industry in these countries, 
this was regrettable on grounds of taste. 
Before the war the cinema offered a light, 
innocent and inexpensive form of enter- 
tainment, well suited for family visits. 
During the war the tone of the picture 
theatre was lowered ; and even now parents 
take children to the “pictures” with a 
misgiving lest some gross or barbaric scene 
may be exhibited. This fault would have 
been corrected if the taste of the Old World 
had governed the evolution of the new art.
